Elba City Council votes to offer incentives for new, 
permanent home construction over next 12 months

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held 
Monday evening, June 28, 
City Clerk Sally Bane said 
the city had received its 
first of two payments from 
the American Rescue Plan 
[government stimulus pack- 
age] providing emergency 
funding to state, local, ter- 
ritorial and Tribal govern- 
ments. 

‘Bane said the city would 
in total receive a little 
over $900,000 from the 
American Rescue Plan. She 
said the first installment 
arrived last week in the 
amount of $450,000. The 
next installment is expected 
a year from last week. 

“I am going to a confer- 
ence at the end of the week, 
and a whole day [at that 
conference] will be dedi- 
cated to how to spend this 
money,” Bane said. 

There are very strict 
guidelines on how to spend 
the funds, and Bane said 
that has many governmental 
entities concerned because 
if the funds are not spent 
properly the governmental 
entity must pay the mon- 
ies back. She said at the 
conference, legal advisors 
would be there to help gov- 
ernmental officials better 
understand proper ways of 
spending these dollars. 

“I truly believe we are in 
a great spot and will have 
no problem spending ours 
properly,” Bane said. 

The city clerk said she 
expected to have a better 
understanding of the restric- 
tions after the conference 
and would report back to the 
council on that. However, 
she said she does know that 
the monies can be spent 
on infrastructure, and that 
should be no problem for 
the city if needed to apply 
the funds that way.

Coffee County EMA director says Coffee County falling 
behind in getting residents vaccinated for COVID virus

Coffee County EMA direc- 
tor James Brown said 
Monday morning, July 28, 
during the Coffee County 
Commission meeting 
that Alabama and Coffee 
County are lagging on get- 
ting the COVID-19 vaccine ~ 
administered to citizens. 

As of Monday morning, 
he said Alabama sat with 
only 39 percent of its eli- 
gible population having 
received the first dose of 
the COVID-19 vaccine. He 
said only 32 percent of the 
state’e eligible population 
was fully vaccinated. 


“Coffee County looks worse 
than that,” Brown said. 

Of those eligible for the 
vaccine, Brown said only 
27.5 percent of the county’s 
population had gotten at 
least the first shot of the 
COVID-19 vaccine. He said 
only 22.7 percent was fully 
vaccinated. 

“That’s less than one out of 
four people,” Brown said. 
“Alabama sits at number 
49 out of 50 states in get- 
ting people vaccinated. 
If this was football, we'd 
be really worried about it 
because we are losing to 
Florida, Georgia, and LSU 
right now.”

State Community College 
had teamed up with the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health to offer vac- 
cine clinics to citizens on 
four different dates in July.

tion [excluding mobile 
homes] in the city limits, 
provided those interested 
in the waivers have their 
construction plans  pre- 
approved by the city coun- 
cil. 

During the discussion, the 
mayor said the person inter- 
ested in building the four 
homes that led to this pro- 
posal was looking at con- 
structing those homes at the 
end of Winston Street off 
Highland Drive. 

During this 12-month 
period, the mayor said he 
felt any funds lost due to the 
waivers’ incentive would 
be recouped over time 
via sales taxes off materi- 
als purchased in Elba for 
construction, then later ad 
valorem taxes and other 
utility charges. Also, he 
noted while the city would 
not stipulate that construc- 
tion materials be purchased 
in Elba, it would be highly 
encouraged by the city for 
that to happen. 

Later in the evening, 
during the Elba Water and 
Electric Board meeting, that 
board also voted to the same 
type proposal for waiving 
water tap fees for 12 months 
on new permanent residen- 
tial construction in the city 
limits, excluding mobile 
homes. 

In another update for 
council members, the city 
clerk said the ongoing sewer 
project was still slated as of 
Monday to be completed by 
the end of July; however, 
she said she had spoken 
with the project engineer 
and that did not seem pos- 
sible. 

“I have spoken to the 
engineer and neither of us 
believe that is possible,” 
Bane said. “Realistically, 
they think October is possi- 
ble, but to allow for that, the 
council would have to vote 
to extend the contract or put 
the pay-backs in place.” 

Bane said the contractor 
would have to request in 
writing to the council for 
an extension to be awarded. 
She said the project engi- 
neer was going to notify 
the contractor because as 
of Monday no request had 
been made to extend the 
project contract.

Elba City Council discusses work being 
done and other ideas for a “clean” Elba 


The Elba City Council 
discussed ongoing ideas on 
keeping the city ‘looking 
nice’ during its Monday 
evening, June 28, meeting. 

City clerk Sally Bane 
said the Ben Ringsdorff 
monument located in 
downtown Elba had been 
cleaned and was looking 
much better.

3 Look, I am sending my messenger who will clear the 
path before me; suddenly the Lord whom you are seeking 
will come to his temple. The messenger of the covenant in 
whom you take delight is coming, says the Lord of heav- 
enly forces. : 

2 Who can endure the day of his coming? Who can with- 
stand his appearance? He is like the refiner’s fire or the 
cleaner’s soap. 

3 He will sit as a refiner and a purifier of silver. He will 
purify the Levites and refine them like gold and silver. They 
will belong to the Lord, presenting a righteous offering. 

4 The offering of Judah and Jerusalem will be pleasing to 
the Lord as in ancient days and in former years. 

5 1 will draw near to you for judgment. I will be quick to 
testify against the sorcerers, the adulterers, those swearing 
falsely, against those who cheat the day laborers out of 
their wages as well as oppress the widow and the orphan, 
and against those who brush aside the foreigner and do 
not revere me, says the Lord of heavenly forces. 


As I sit and write the article for today, it is the 
feast day in the life of the church as it is the birth 
of John the Baptist. It is easy to remember because 
it is six months prior to the birth of Jesus. 

John the Baptist is a peculiar prophet, one who 
dressed, ate, and spoke strangely. It is always baf- 
fling to me that people flocked to hear what he had 
to say and be plunged in the waters of the Jordan 
River for a baptism of repentance. Yet, the primary 
ministry of John lies in this selected text from the 
prophet Malachi that is to be read on the feast day 
of John the Baptist’s birth. 

It speaks of John as the messenger who clears a 
path before the God who is surely coming. In this 
scripture there are those who rejoice and make a 
pleasing offer to God, but there is also judgment 
upon a myriad of actions; it is interesting to see 
which actions garner divine judgement. 

Nevertheless, the coming Day of the Lord is 
something we anticipate, for on that day heaven 
and earth with merge, the Kingdom of God will 
be fully present, and neither will there ‘be death 
nor any tears shed. John pointed to the coming of 
God in Jesus Christ to announce the breaking of 
the Kingdom into this reality, and we get to pick 
up that mantle of the prophet and point to the Day 
of the Lord. 

I wonder if I live my life in such a way that points 
to God like John the Baptist did. I wonder if I am 
clearing a path and making the way ready. I won- 
der if all who claim Christ as Lord and King lived 
as subjects of the Kingdom of God and citizens of 
heaven. 

Happy Birthday John the Baptist, you have given 
us big shoes or sandals to fill!

For what it is worth.... 


*** The new high school athletic seasons may be 
almost two months away, but that doesn’t mean the 
players are taking is easy, as here in Elba all student- 
athletes in all sports are working out three days a week on 
conditioning. The summer workouts aren’t mandatory and 
are held to get the players in condition. However, there 
are a lot of players working out each week, and you know 
the coaches are keeping count on just who and who isn’t 
attending practice. You can bet when official workouts 
roll around in August the players that took some time off 
will get the chance to make up the workouts! 

*** Alabama head football coach Nick Saban is 
never far from the sports headlines and recently was back 
on page one when it was announced he had agreed to a 
contract extension that would keep him the head man at 
Tuscaloosa through the 2028 season. Saban’s salary will 
remain at $8.425 million a year for the upcoming season, 
but will then increase by $800,000 each year from 2022- 
2025, keeping him as the sports highest paid coach. In 
his 14 years at Alabama, the Crimson Tide has posted a 
record of 165-23 and claimed six national titles, and his 
phenomenal success has made him the best investment the 
officials at the university have ever made. Even if Coach 
Saban doesn’t remain as the Tide’s head coach until he 
reaches age 77, the contract extension will quiet any and 
all talk of pending retirement from opposing coaches. 

*** As a sports writer and a high school football play- 
by-play radio announcer, the news last week that Charles 
Barkley would retire in two years after a couple of decades 
as a basketball color analyst certainly caught my attention. 
Barkley, never one to bite his tongue, said the new ‘cancel 


-culture’ had taken away the fun from being an announcer, 


since everything he said would probably make someone 
upset. The former Auburn and NBA great is infamous for 
making off-color and politically incorrect comments just 
about every time he is on the air, and made it clear that in 
his opinion the new ‘woke’ culture won’t let him have fun 
anymore. Not that aity people hear me on any given Friday 
night, or read my column on a weekly basis. However, I 
will admit I may have to slow down and give a little more 
thought to what I write and say in the very near future.

The organization has long 
been run by strong willed former coaches that never 
backed down from a challenge, and with a new director, 
a new assistant director and a number of other changes it 
be interesting to see if some our elected state officials try 
to get more involved.

continued to lead the music program at 
Spence until declining health forced her to 
retire in 2018 at the age of 96. 

When she died earlier this year, the 
reading of her will revealed that Luening 
had bestowed the monies of her retirement 
savings to the Elba Public Library and to 
Evergreen Cemetery in Elba. At that time, 
the monies would provide $400,000 to 
each. 

“This is her legacy,’ nephew David 
Sparks said last Saturday during the recep- 
tion held at the Elba Public Library. “She 
wanted to give back to her hometown, her 
community.” 

The retirement account was started by 
Luening during the time of World War II. 
With her retiring only two years prior to 
her death early this year, that account had 
grown quite large. 

During Monday evening’s Elba City 
Council meeting, councilmember Jane 
Brunson said the Luening’s gift had grown 


a bit from the time she died until Elba 
received the monies. She said this equated 
to the library and cemetery receiving a little 
more than $420,000 each. 

“Tt was basically her retirement account,” 
councilmember Brunson said. “She died 
at age 98 and she retired from teaching at 
age 96. She had never really touched her 
retirement account. That is quite a remark- 
able feat.” 

Councilmember Brunson said last 
Saturday’s reception was a lovey recogni- 
tion of the gifts that Luening left for her 
hometown. While Luening did not have 
children of her own, several of her neph- 
ews, great-nephews and other extended 
family members were able to attend the 
reception, and councilmember Brunson 
said they all seemed to really appreciate 
the recognition. 

The monies have been transferred into 
investment accounts for both the library 
and the cemetery. City officials said the 
plan for the library is to 
use some of the income 
each year to go towards 
programming needs, which

of again.” 

The mayor provided 
council members with a 
copy of the city’s trash ordi- 
nance, and he asked them 
each to review that for fur- 
ther discussion in the near 
future. 

“If we were to try and 
enforce everything on these 
documents, we couldn’t do 
it,” Maddox said. “We don’t 
have the manpower nor do 
we have enough punish- 
ment for everyone who fails 
to do what they are sup- 
posed to do [according to 
the ordinance].” 

The mayor suggested the 
council review and discuss 
this at length and then try 
and focus on some things 
they feel can be done to 
keep the trash within the 
city better controlled. 

“The recycling center is a 
mess down there,” Maddox 
said. “We may have to have 
a council meeting around 


that just to get it cleaned 


up.” 

The city clerk said she 
and the mayor had spoken 
with a branch of ADEM 
that deals with recycling, 
and they are awaiting some 
helpful direction from 
ADEM on what can be done 
to help with the recycling 
process and issues with 
keeping it clean. 

Maddox also noted the 
city had placed a dumpster 
next to the recycling build- 
ing for residents to bring 
trash they did not wish to 
have sitting out by the road 
for a long amount of time 
awaiting the trash truck 
pickup. He said every time 
he drives by it is either full 
or overflowing, so, resi- 
dents are utilizing it. 

Bane said the city had 
been in contact with a com- 
pany that had agreed to 
bring a larger dumpster for 
this need once it had one 
available. 

“People are using it,” 
Maddox said. “We just need 
a bigger one.” 

Council member Wise 
said his biggest issue with 
the recycling operation cur- 
rently is that it needs to be 
kept cleaned up around the 
facility better by the ones 
operating it. 

The city leaders vowed to 
continue to search for ideas 
to keep Elba clean. 
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
